“And they were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost and began to speak with other tongues as the Spirit gave them utterance.” Acts 2:4. 
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GOD HATH SPOKEN 


BY HOMER C. SMITH 


(> hath spoken once, twice have I 
heard this; that power belongeth 
unto God,” Psa. 62:11. 


The first expression in sense of the 
above verse is our text, “God hath spok- 
en.” This text is very forcible upon us 
individually and we prav and also trust 
that the intent of its r _e will be even 
forceful upon all who may receive it. 

Jesus, in tense moments that necessi- 
tated such points of expression while with 
His disciples, often said, “He that hath 
an ear, let him hear.” 


Jesus had many followers but all were 
not called. All were called but all were 
not chosen. As an explanation to this 
seeming contradiction, surely all were 
called to repentance but not to the partic- 
ular call of being chosen, the call with 
which our text is dealing. 


The deep spiritual text which embraces 
the entire verse of Rom. 8:28 has so often 
been misconstrued to justify our circum- 
stances on the surface. Let us scrutinize 
this text: “And we know that all things 
work together for good to them that love 
God, to them who are the called accord- 
ing to his purpose.” There is a supreme 
purpose that God would accomplish, hav- 
ing chosen some in a special purpose that 
He has purposed. In a calling there needs 
be a voice, consequently our text, “God 
hath spoken.” 

Brother minister, God bless your heart, 
obey God; that which our God would 


have you do, do it. Just know that it is 
God. Surely God is working with the 
hearts of His precious ministers. Surely 
He is calling some to a greater sacrifice 
than that yet been made. Truly “God 
hath spoken.” Eph. 1:4, 9-11, “Accord- 
ing as he hath chosen us in him before the 
foundation of the world, that we should 
be holy and without blame before him in 
love. Having made known unto us the 
mystery of his will, according to his good 
pleasure which he hath purposed in him- 
self: That in the dispensation of the ful- 
ness of times he might gather together in 
one all things in Christ, both which are 
in heaven, and which are on earth; even 
in him: In whom all we have obtained an 
inheritance, being predestinated accord- 
ing to the purpose of him who worketh 
all things after the counsel of his. own 
will.” 


Now back to our context. We scru- 
tinize the last sentence of the verse, ““To 
them who are the called according to his 
purpose.” Indeed, God is calling here to a 
heart called; to a heart in line to the voice 
of the text, he that hath an ear to hear. 
God hath a purpose, brother, that you 
yield to this particular calling. God hath 
a design. Some must fit the designer’s 
purpose. God is the Potter, we are the 
clay. 

With deep compassion and sympathy 


may we ask, How long has this fight of 
divine will surged within your bosom? 


God assures us in the context that every- 
thing that has happened to you has been 
for your good; every test, trial, desolate 
moment, heaviness, failure, discourage- 
ment, gloom, crisis. If we acknowledge 
our seeming failure thus far, with the 
travail of our souls continually crying for 
God’s perfect will to be done, since He 
hath purposed within Himself a purpose 
and called, then it necessitates a yielding. 
How many the times, dear brother, have 
you resisted God’s design according to 
His purpose? God’s calling is without re- 
pentance. That which God requires of us, 
has called us to do, He will not recall, 
He won’t take it back unto Himself. It is 
on us, for God hath purposed, and called. 
“God hath spoken.” 


We think we know your fight of af- 
fliction, and now crisis. Jer. 18:1-3, “The 
word (call) which came to Jeremiah from 
the Lord, saying, Arise, and go down to 
the potter’s house, and there I will cause 
thee to hear my words. Then I went 
down to the potter’s house, and, behold, 
he wrought a work on the wheels.” On 
yielding to the will of God a work begins, 
a test, trial, a mould to the design is in 
the process of making. “He wrought a 
work on the wheels” (the mould). We 
behold it, we watch the work. We feel the 
hand of God ahold of our heart. We fee? 
the process in the making. We experience 
the fire, the purging. Verse 4, “And the 
vessel that He made of clay was marred 
in the hand of the potter.” What hap- 
pened? The clay wrenches from the hand 
of the potter, and is broken, or the desire 
of both the potter and the clay is deferred. 
Then the call again is propositioned and

The Jews today are persecuted and 
driven out of many nations, and_ they 
cry, “Why, oh, why are we treated so? 
We have lived in these same nations two 
thousand years. We have helped to create 
their wealth, build their civilization and 
promote their progress. Now are we driv- 
en and beaten on every side.” All this per- 
secution is really very unjust. All Chris- 
tian hearts and voices of the world are 
praying that deliverance may come to this 
persecuted people. 


But, let us look back nearly two thou- 
sand years and behold the Christ, the man 
of sorrows, as His sandaled feet trod the 
roads of Palestine. Let us hear Him as He 
tells the Jews, His own people, that He is 
the Messiah and their King. Do His peo- 
ple accept Him? No, indeed not. They 
invariably say, “Is this not the carpenter’s 
son, and are not his brethren among us? 
Away with him.” 


We can hear Him as He weeps over Je- 
rusalem, crying, “Jerusalem, Jerusalem, 
how oft would I have gathered thee un- 
der my wings, as a hen doth gather her 
brood, and ye would not.” Then again 
we see Him in the synagogue healing the 
sick, cleansing the lepers, unstopping deaf 
ears, opening blinded eyes, and in the 
same picture we see the rulers of the 
Jews going about to stone Him. We hear 
His gentle voice as He asks, “For which 
of my good deeds do you go about to 
stone me?” 


Later we behold Him a hunted man, 
hiding among His followers. Has He 
committed any crime? No, just helped the 
poor and needy, was a friend to publicans 
and sinners. All the scribes, Pharisees, and 
rulers hated Him because He had power 


‘ 
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and glory with God in His life. Still later 
we walk with Him in Gethsemane. We 
hear His earnest prayer, “Father, if it be 
possible, let this cup pass from me. Not 
my will but thine be done.” We agonize 
with Him as the drops of bloody sweat 
roll down His brow. We behold the glory 
upon His face as He becomes reconciled 
to death, even the death on a Roman 
cross. We hear the noise of the Roman 
soldiers and priests as they come with 
authority to arrest Him for high treason. 
We see Judas press the traitor’s kiss upon 
His brow. Later we see Him before the 
tribunal, wearing the purple robe and the 
crown of thorns. His tormentors are all 
around, spitting upon Him, mocking, 
calling out, “Hail, King of the Jews,” 
smiting Him and asking, “Prophesy, who 
smiteth thee?” And they scourged Him 
with many stripes until the blood oozed 
forth in many places. 


We go with Him the next day when 
He is taken before Pilate. We hear Pilate 
say, “I find no fault in this man.” Im- 
mediately there is a great tumult, the 
crowd cries out, “Away with him. Away 
with him. Crucify him. Crucify him.” 
Then Pilate asks, ‘Would you crucify 
your king?” and they cry out the more, 
““We have no king but Caesar. Away with 
him.” Pilate yet wishes to free Him so He 
asks, “Why, what hath he done?” They 
answer, ““We have.a law and by that law 
he should die, because he makes himself 
equal to God.” Pilate is afraid at this say- 
ing but he still seeks to release Him. The 
Jews cry out, “If thou release this man, 
thou art not Caesar’s friend. Whosoever 


maketh himself a king speaketh against 
Caesar.” 

When Pilate sees that He can prevail 
nothing, but that rather a tumult is made, 
he takes water and washes his hands be- 
fore the multitude, saying, “I am inno- 
cent of the blood of this just person. See 
ye to it.” Then all the people answer and 
say, “His blood be on us, and on our chil- 
dren.” 

The above words of the old Jewish fa- 
thers, or the curse of the above vow, have 
been on the Jewish people these two thou- 
sands years. Their land has been con- 
quered by the enemy, by famine, by pes- 
tilence. They, the inhabitants of this once 
lovely land that flowed with milk and 
honey, have been scattered over the whole 
face of the earth. Their name has been a 
reproach until the dirtiest little ragamuf- 
fin in the city streets spits at their feet 
and calls them damn Jews.

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Question: According to Rev. 14:9- 
11, those who receive the mark of the 
beast shall drink of the wrath of God 
which shall be poured out without mix- 
ture. Please explain.—Mrs. J. O. 


Answer: ‘There are two sides to the 
picture of the tribulation as given in 
Revelation. The thirteenth chapter gives 
a description of the reign of Antichrist 
and how that he causes the inhabitants 
of the earth to receive his mark and pours 
out his wrath upon those who do not 
accept the mark. The fourteenth chapter 
of Revelation turns the picture and shows 
how God in turn pours out His wrath 
upon Antichrist and those who have re- 
ceived the mark of the beast. One is the 
wrath of Antichrist and the other is the 
wrath of God upon those who accept 
the doctrine and rule of Antichrist. 


Question: Please explain Isa. 14:12. 
“How art thou fallen from heaven, O 
Lucifer, son of the morning! how art 
thou cut down to the ground?” What we 
want to know is, was he cast out of God’s 
heaven or not?—S. C. E. 


Answer: The scripture given is 
prophetic and parallels with the twelfth 
chapter of Revelation. These scriptures 
do not refer to the past but to the future. 
Satan is now the prince of the power of 
the air. There are three heavens men- 
tioned in the Bible, the aerial heaven 
where the birds dwell, the astronomical 
heaven where the stars and planets are 
fixed, and the heaven of heavens where 
God’s throne is. Satan whose domain is in 
the aerial heaven will be cast down and 
shall become incarnate in human flesh, 
possibly in the body of an old king (world 
emperor) who has been resurrected for 
that purpose. See Rev. 17. This combi- 
nation of the spirit of the devil incar- 
nate in a world emperor will constitute 
Antichrist. 


Question: Is Acts 2:38 water bap- 
tism? If it is, explain why they didn’t 
use the name of the Father, the Son, and 
the Holy Ghost after the day of Pente- 
cost, and does Heb. 9:22 have any con- 
nection with this thought?—M. J. T. 

Answer: When Peter baptized in the 
name of Jesus Christ, he evidently used 
the formula given by the Lord Himself, 
to baptize in the name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. 
In other words, in obedience to the com- 
mand of Jesus or in the name of Jesus 
he baptized them. Heb. 9:22 does not re- 
fer to water baptism. For a more thor- 
ough treatise on this subject order “Mys- 
tery of the Trinity” by E. L. Simmons, 
price 15 cents.

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We arrived in Haiti just a week before 
Christmas. What times of rejoicing in the 
Lord we had on the boat! While others 
were seeking worldly pleasures we had fel- 
lowship with the Lord in our own party 
of eight, consisting of Sister Kluzit, our 
two boys (Jackie and Skippy), Brother 
Favre and his wife, Sister Raymonde (who 
is the missionary from France), and the 
little native Haitian worker, Sister Eu- 
pena, and I. 


We want to thank the Mission Board 
and all our brothers and sisters in the 
States for having made this attendance at 
the Assembly possible. It was a time of 
refreshing spiritually and physically. Al- 
so, we praise God for the reinforcements 
He has sent to Haiti to help in this ever- 
expanding work. 


Brother Favre immediately took up his 
duties as pastor at Petionville. Everyone 
has fallen in brotherly love with him— 
even the unconverted have taken a great 
interest in the services. A taxi-man said 
to one of his passengers, ““Do you know, 
there is a new pastor at the Church of 
God—a little short man, who, when he 
preaches, gives out a message that’s just 
like oil that runs all over you and does 
something to you inside!” There have 
been from three to four conversions at al- 
most each of these services since our re- 
turn. Praise God! for the great revival 
spirit that is still going on and stirring up 
the lost and dying to seek salvation before 
it gets too late. 


Christmas Day was another memorable 
day here in Haiti when 79 converts were 
baptized in water. We had over 400 peo- 
ple from our near-by missions who came 
to attend these services and welcome us 
“home.” We thank the people who have 
made this baptismal service possible by 
their help in the Marriage Fund. We shall 
have a greater number of couples married 
at the convention in February and a host 
of converts to be baptized in water by the 
Missionary Representative of the Mission 
Board whom we expect during this time. 
For all this help toward the Marriage 
Fund, we want to especially thank you 
dear people back home who sacrificed so 
much that some of our converts might be 
able to thereby come into full fellowship 
in the Church. 

We gave up our little home to Brother 
and Sister Favre and searched for another 
house which the Lord helped us to find to 
just meet our needs. Then came the prob- 
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lem of moving and getting adjusted in 
our new home. We were called out to sev- 
eral missions even ‘before we could 
straighten up our house—so that it has 
been only between times that we have a 
chance to work on it. 


While we were out two days at one 
mission called Petit Goave, a place which 
is noted as one of the worst malarial sec- 
tions in Haiti, Sister Kluzit was taken sick 
with the fever. We had been planning to 
go to the Dominican Republic to see how 
the Lord’s work was progressing with 
Brother Sylvestre, so that this has had to 
be postponed. Sister Kluzit has now been 
sick with malaria for almost two weeks, 
at times with a very high fever, but now 
it seems to have lost its regularity and 
we feel she will soon be up and about her 
many duties for the Lord. The two boys 
have also had a recurrence of malaria and 
caught a persistent cough along with it, 
but we are trusting the Lord to bring us 
through for His honor and His glory. 


But the work of the Lord goes on! The 
Bible School has been in full swing for 
several weeks now, with Brother Favre 
doing most of the teaching and several of 
our able and consecrated young native 
workers as drill masters. It is the finest 
group of sanctified young men and wom- 
en I have seen together in one place in 
Haiti since I have been here. The Lord 
surely sent them—every one of them: ten 
sisters and twenty-six brothers, all of 
them on fire for God. 


Saturday mornings they are sent to 
our various missions near Petionville and 
Port-au-Prince, for week-end watch- 
night prayer and instructional services. 
Fine reports have been coming in. One 
week end twenty-five new converts were 
added to the fold and another time thirty 
with further reports by the workers sta- 
tioned at the mission that sinners returned 
during the week to accept this deliverance 
they had heard preached by our students 
in the name of Jesus. In our mission at 
Bizoton, there were fourteen saved last 
week end. Last week six received the bap- 
tism with the Holy Ghost. 


Each morning at 5:00 a. m., a blessed 
hour and sometimes two hours or more of 
prayer is offered to the Lord at the Bible 
School. Each evening the students have 
prayer services that are heaven-blessed. 
Oh, the power and wonderful guidance of 





the glorious Spirit of God! He is leading 
us on into the glories of Christ step by 
step. Last night, January 30, one conver- 
sion took place at the students’ prayer- 
meeting open'to the public from 6 to .& 
p- m. Then five students and I went td 
the prayer service at Port-au-Prince. Here 
one soul was saved and one believer bap= 
tized with the Holy Ghost Praise God! 
When we returned to the school after 11 
p. m., we learned that three other stu- 
dents had just left for the plains where a 
dev wetdiiane had sent word begging 
us to deliver him from the power of Sa- 
tan. These three students had been there 
the past week end and spread the glad tid- 
ings of salvation in Jesus Christ—and 
now the Word was bearing fruit. Isaiah 
§5:11, “So shall my word be that goeth 
forth out of my_mouth: it shall not re- 
turn unto me void, but it shall accomplish 
that which I please, and it shall prosper 
in the thing whereto I sent it.” Glory! 
Hallelujah! All night long these three 
servants of the Most High worked to de- 
liver this poor wretch, bound by the 
chains of Satan. Every implement and 
even specially valued stones and broken 
bottles that had been dedicated to Satan 
and his worship had to be sought out and 
destroyed. Here and there on the premises 
had been hidden these articles which were 
associated with the power of Satan. So 
here and there all over the garden a cache 
was dug up, as the trembling and fearful 
man pointed them out. Finally every- 
thing was gathered together, including 
Catholic pictures of saints and statue 
relics which are also mixed up in their 
rituals of devil: worship. A great bonfire 
was made of all these while five souls ac- 
cepted Christ and sang new songs with 
their hearts that surely made the angels in 
heaven rejoice. Oh, we praise and give 
thanks to Jesus who is even now at the 
right hand of God interceding for us. He 
said, and oh, how many times have we 
proven it, “If the Son therefore shall 
make you free, ye shall be free indeed.” 
Our hearts are made glad to see His sal- 
vation giving new life to these starved, 
wretched souls as they come unto Him 
one by one. But the masses, five million 
of them!—think of it!—living in igno- 
rance, darkness, superstition and bound 
by Satan go on.in the most abominable 
way, apparently untouched by the great 
Holy-Ghost-directed revival that is here 
in their very midst; untouched, except to

For men shall 
be lovers of their own selves,” etc. The 
first five verses of the 3rd chapter of 2nd 
Timothy are part of the many scriptures 
which paint an exact picture of our day 
and time. Please note the various charac- 
teristics that humanity will possess. ““Lov- 
ers of their own selves.” Self-love. Look- 
ing out for “number one.” “If I don’t 
look out for myself no one will look out 
for me.” 

“Covetous.” “Inordinately desirous, es- 
pecially of money.” Too many have for- 
gotten the words of the Lord Jesus to 
“Seek ye first the kingdom of God, and 
his righteousness; and all these things 
shall be added unto you.” This is a mon- 
ey-mad world today. “Boasters.” “To 
brag. Proud, vainglorious speech.” Do we 
have it? Oh, yes, “I” had a big revival. 
“[” am well educated. “I” am mightily 
used of God. When “I” left that church 
it was in good shape but “I” am afraid 
it might not weather the storm with me 
not there. Have you noticed that the so- 
called big “I’s” of the world are little in 
demand? 

“Proud.” “Having excessive self-es- 
teem, arrogant, ostentatious.” Oh, yes, 
“T” again. “I” have so many degrees. “I” 
am somewhat better than the common 
run of preachers. Please sound the trum- 
pets for here “I” come. Pride of that sort 
is an unfailing sign of littleness of mind 
and character. Do you think “Y” would 
take a little church like that? If you will 
notice “I” is many times on the shelf 
wondering why. We were formerly taught 
that sanctification punctured our self- 
blown balloons. “I” have an idea and with 
“MY” great learning, “I” must undoubt- 
edly be right. 

“Blasphemers.” “Speak irreverently of, 
mock, revile.”” We are told on reliable au- 
thority that certain countries of the 
world have taken to crucifying hogs and 
cattle, parading them through the streets 
in mockery and derision. Men. in high 
places curse and profane and use blas- 
phemously the name of the world’s Re- 
deemer. Others, under the cloak of reli- 
gion, say that the blood of Christ is no 
more than the blood of a mule or goat. 

“Disobedient to parents.” Many parents 
seem to be living with their children to- 
ay rather than the children living with 
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their parents. How often do parents say, 
“Oh, I can’t do anything with Sallie any 
more. She is twelve years old now.” 
I agree with Jake Roberts that one crying 
need of the world is some old-fashioned, 
baby-spanking mothers. Parents are no 
longer.respected and honored as in bygone 
days. In a measure the parents are respon- 
sible. They have torn down the family al- 
tars and done away with family devo- 
tions and the result is that the Lord will 
find a crowd of young hellions of both 
sexes when He comes again. 


“Without natural affection.” The nat- 
ural affection is for parents to love their 
children and children to love their par- 
ents. For husbands to love their wives and 
wives to love their husbands. However, 
in these evil days the man and woman 
who live tegether several years without 
a divorce or separation are a curiosity. 
Thousands of children are being reared in 
divided homes where love no longer exists. 
Divorce courts are crowded and various 
states contest each other for the “divorce 
trade,” each state trying to make it 
easier than the other. Parents are killing 
their children and children slaying their 
parents. These are leaves from the Fig 
Tree that have been preached so much we 
are deadened to their sound. 


“Trucebreakers.” This is true of men 
and nations. In the last year or so we have 
seen one nation after another wilfully 
scrap a treaty and violate all its provi- 
sions. Covenants are disannulled and held 
for naught. It is even seen in the ranks of 
holiness. Many of our people are confused 
and in doubt on various questions. Some 
are even now intimating that the baptism 
with the Holy Ghost might be a good 
thing, all right, but you can get by with- 
out it, breaking fellowship and their cove- 
nant. 


“Incontinent.” “Lack of restraint, es- 
pecially in undue indulgence of the car- 
nal appetites, licentiousness.” Go to the 
foundling hospitals. Go to the Salvation 
Army. Go to those charitable institutions 
that maintain homes for fallen girls. Car- 
nal desire is running unbridled and un- 
curbed. Swing music. Young men and 
women drinking and carousing together. 
Dressing in such as is unbecoming to a 
Christian civilization. Yes, even in holi- 
ness churches. Pluck this leaf from God’s 


Fig Tree and see where we are living. 


“Fierce.” “Savage, merciless, violent.” 
Sad, indeed, are the stories, undoubtedly 
true, of the inhuman, barbaric and un- 
godly treatment of conquered peoples in 
Poland, Austria and other conquered 
countries. Just a few years ago Stalin, dic- 
tator of Russia, wilfully allowed almost 
3,000,000 people to starve to death. To- 
day he is causing hundreds and thousands 
of Russians to die in the bleak battlefields 
of Finland. What does he care? What 
does Hitler care how many die and how 
much agony he causes? The gangsters in 
America have no more respect for human 
life than they have for a fly. 


“Lovers of pleasure more than lovers 
of God.” This is as plain as the nose on 


your face. The salaries of movie stars are 


staggering to the intellect. Baseball play- 
ers, some of them, get more money than 
the president of the United States. The 
heroes are the great football players. The 
people are more concerned with Dizzy 
Dean and Babe Ruth than they are with 
Peter and Paul. They are more interested 
in Joe Lewis and other fighters than they 
are about their own souls. Lum and Abner 
could attract a bigger crowd in almost 
any city in America than could Enoch 
and Elijah. Clark Gable and other movie 
celebrities have to be provided with armed 
escorts when they visit a city to keep 
from being mobbed by crowds wanting 
autographs for souvenirs. Theaters are 
overrun while God’s work seems to be 
“gone with the wind.” The tragedy is that 
this sort of thing is supported and carried 
on by nominal church members, even the 
preachers taking part. 


“Having a form of godliness, but deny- 
ing the power thereof.” Oh, yes, they go 
to meeting every Sunday and look as 
pious and sour as a dill pickle. Of course, 
they don’t believe in divine healing. They 
don’t belicve in real conversion. They 
don’t believe in shouting. They don’t 
believe in “outward manifestation.” 
They want things done “decently and in 
order.” Don’t say “Amen” whatever you 
do. Don’t shed a tear. Brethren, that sort 
of thing is creeping into the Church of 
God. I have seen it and so have you.

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AT THE CHURCH OF GOD PUBLISHING HOUSE 
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In publishing the news of salvation by 
the printed page, there is a multiplicity 
of operations through which all periodi- 
cals must go. Last week you were looking 
at the Kelly Automatic Press and the 
week before at the large press on which is 
printed our larger publications. After 
these presses have been grinding hourly, 
running out the huge sheets upon which 
is printed the various pages of the Evan- 
gel, Lighted Pathway, song books, and 
Sunday School literature, there are yet 
operations through which these sheets 
have to pass before they go out into the 
finished products. 


You are looking at one of the folders. 
This is a Cleveland Model B and folds 
anything from the size of a small tract up 
to the size of the Evangel. It is not a new 
machine as most of the machines in our 
plant are rebuilt machines. We do have 
some new equipment. This folder, when 
working right, is very interesting, to see 
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THE FOLDER 


the large sheet as it is released by the 
operator run out into the various plates, 
fold, and then into another until it fin- 
ally comes out as can be seen in the pic- 
ture, all folded. Though this operation 
may not seem so important, if it were 
necessary to do it by hand, as it was done 
in the earlier days of the publications of 
the Church, it would take many days to 
get out these publications. In fact, our 
plant would not be large enough or fur- 
nish adequate space for the number of 
hands it would take to fold them. 


The operator of this folder is Cecil M. 
Truesdell. He is from the state of Texas 
and came to the Bible School more than 
seven years ago after which time he be- 
gan work in the Publishing House. He has 
been with the Publishing House approxi- 
mately seven years. Brother Truesdell is 
a poet. He has written the lyric to more

than one hundred and twenty-five songs. 
He has also had some experience in art 
and drew the cover page for the Evangel 
as used in our Christmas number, the 
cover page for our “Heralds of Heaven” 
and “Carols of Love” songs books, and 


designed the heading for our B. T. S. 
Echoes as it appears in the Evangel. He 
has been a member of the Church for 
twelve years and has had the baptism 
with the Holy Spirit eleven years. Brother 
Truesdell was married in Cleveland and 
his wife is the daughter of the late M. W.

Greenville, S$. C. Has Great Y. P. E.

feel antagonistic to our presence when we 
approach them in their orgies. For now, 
Sundays—beginning in the afternoon and 
continuing until far in the morning—it 
seems as if hell is let loose. Large groups 
of natives, wearing masks, go parading 
and dancing in obscene, _licentious, 
drunken revelry to the beat of voodoo 
drums and the chants of African pagan 
songs through all the streets of every 
city, village and countryside. The presence 
of Satan can be felt in such gatherings. 
It has been reported a number of murders 
have occurred among the participants be- 
cause the passions became aroused by the 
tom-toms and the obscene dances, to- 
gether with alcohol so that the natives 
get beside themselves and street fights 
are very common. Each masquerading 
group must have at least one policeman 
along so that traffic in the streets is not 
blocked too much, but with all the 
screaming, yelling, and unearthly con- 
fusion, one sees that pandemonium has 
broken loose. 

The only deliverance these poor souls 
have is to be found in Jesus, and praise 
God that the Holy Ghost is directing a 
fast-moving fight against the embattle- 
ments of Satan. Christ has never yet lost 
a battle—He is more than conqueror over 
His enemy, the devil, and by the power of 
the Holy Ghost we pray to be ever found 
faithful on the firing line in this field. 

We ask you faithful ones back home to 
remember us in your prayers. Where the 
enemy is present, there God’s grace will 
be found more abundantly. Romans 5:20, 
“But where sin abounded, grace did much 
more abound: that as sin hath reigned 
unto death, even so might grace reign 
through righteousness unto eternal life by 
Jesus Christ our Lord.” Continue to pray 
with us for the 10,000 souls which is the 
harvest we have asked of God for this 
year. All things are possible to God, only 
it is for us to believe—and believing to 
go in faith into victory through the blood 
of Jesus. We have seen the sin-scarred 
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bodies of Satan’s victims revive into life 
as the demons flee at the name of Jesus. 
Oh, there is power, redl vital power that 
comes from the throne of our God! Pray 
until you get in that intimate touch with 
God when He will answer -your prayers 
for this needy field of Haiti, that such an 
outpouring of His Holy Spirit may be 
given that the land may not contain it, 
but that it may bring in an innumerable 
army of saved by Holy-Ghost conviction 
of sin. 

There have been some Protestant 
churches established here for years which 
no one would ever know existed because 
they do not shine with the brilliant, 
heart-searching, piercing, self-examining 
light of Christ, but have taken on the 
same color as the world. Naturally, they 
are not favorably disposed to us. But in 
spite of some of them, the revival is get- 
ting even into some of their churches. A 
member of one of the churches said to 
Pastor Mathurin: “Do you know there is 
a revival going on? Why, even in our 
church we have started to have testimony 
meetings just like you Pentecostal people 
have. And we are singng many of your 
Pentecostal songs.” When I heard this, 
I said, “Praise God, prayers are being an- 
swered! The revival should start in the 
professing house of God first. If every 
professing-to-be-born-again Christian in 
Haiti were living up to his light the rest 
of the revival battle would be easy for the 
Holy Ghost.” The hardest ones to get 
saved are the ones who think they are 
saved and go on living an empty life— 
void of the fear and presence of Almighty 
God and the experience of His cleansing 
fire. We are praying especially for those 
in the “high places” in Haiti’s religious 
life. Proverbs 29:18, ‘“Where there is no 
vision, the people perish.” Matt. 15:14, 
“And if the blind lead the blind, both 
shall fall into the ditch.” We are praying 
that God will open the eyes of the blind 
shepherds right now. 


We want to also thank all you dear 
brothers and sisters who sent us mission 
clothes and musical instruments. If you 
could see the good these clothes are doing 
it would make your hearts rejoice. They 
fill a real need of our people in our mis- 
sions, many of whom could not come to 
the services except for the aid of a dress, 
or a pair of pants and a shirt or a coat.
